resentatives of the United Slates Live 
Stock Sanitary association .and the 
Purebred Cattle Breodor.s' association 
resulted in the further indorsement of 
the tuberculosis eradication campaign 
and a recommendation that the work 
be extended as rapidly as possible. 


The accredited-herd plan is to test 


cattle with tuberculin at the request 
of the owner, eliminate any reacting 
animals either by slaughter or by fol- 
lowing prescribed sanitary measures, 
repeat tlie tpst at prescribed intervals, 
and list as tuberculosis-free accredited 
herds all herds entitled to ,that dis- 
tinction. 


Very satisfactory progress has been 


made during the first year of the 
work, and prospects for the future are 
bright. 
During the year 200 herds, 


comprising n,284 cattle, have been 
fully "accredited" as free from tuber- 
culosis, and 1,462 herds, having 3.ri,0;i2 
cattle, passed one successful test in 
preparation for certification. Tn addi- 
tion 4,G22 herds, both purebred and 
grade, totaling 08,002 animals, have 
been under supervision for the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis. Each month 
additional herds are added to the list.

the government. 


'Some of Hie radicals go so far as to 
say Germany is now practically in 
the hands of the 
militarists, 
and 


that the >Coske manoevers are sim- 
ply a means 1>y which the unsus- 
pecting government 
has militarism 


thrust upon it. 


The charge . is hardly supported 


'by the government's actions 
in be- 


coming more and more liberal in 
politics, 
under .stress 
of attacks 


from the workmen. 
However, there 


is Teasou to 
believe the radicals 


are not entirely 
without 'basis for 


their militarism fears. 


Germany's 
greatest 
militarism 


danger comes from the seventy-five 
thousand olficers 'and 'old army men 
within 
close proximity of Berlin, 


who made Hie army their profession 
formerly and who are now entirely 
unfilled for any 
other 
profession 


and are not keen 'to take np ordin- 
ary work. 


It is an 'open secret these men 


want to see a semblance of the old 
regime back. Their situation is piti- 
jiible, since they 'have served their

ward for their services.

the radicals 


fear; and ithey are condemning the

If.made too soon, the soil will dry 
out and cause the plants tos.wilt. 'Un- 
der -all circumstances, it pays to ap- 
ply a little water around the roots of 
each plant as it is set; this causes 
the soil to form a close contact with 
the-roots of the plant. After the wa- 
ter has soaked into the soil, dry 
eflr,th should be filled in around the 
plant .and slightly firmed.

Plants set in the open ground may 


be protected from frpst by turning 
small boxes over them and covering 
the boxes .with a liitlle earth.

neath the exposed boxes as if left in 
the open without any cover ivhat- 
ever. 'A good method of protecting 
plants is by setting common roofing 
shingle -or a small piece of hoard at 
an angle over each -plant. SThe'se 
shingles can be set on the side to 
protect t'he plant from the sun dur- 
ing the daytime, or they may be 
placed on the opposite side in order 
to. protect the plants from the wind 
and allow the sunshine to reach 
them.

In some cases gardeners have pro- 


vided small frames, on the top of 
which are fitted single panes of glass 
and one of these frames is,set over 
each plant or Ml to protect it. The 
glass should.-be so arranged that.it 
can he papally removed during the 
warmer part of the day in order "to.
